While support is strong for barriers along the High Level, some cyclists say their installation wasn't 
thought through, while the city says other designs would have been too costly or slow

Cyclists are toncerned the new 
suiddeprevention biuriers along 
the High Le\'el Bridge are mak¬ 
ing an already tight spate even 
more tonstrain^. 

Ihe barrier tonsists of posts 
at regular interv'ah with cable 
strung betvi^een to prevent 
people from tlimbing aver the 
rail. The city^ started installing 
the barrier last year, vi^hich 
toiintil approved at a tost of 
53 million. 

But the posts have been 
placed inside the existing rail¬ 
ing, whidi has reduced the spate 
on the sidewalk used by pedes¬ 
trians and tyclists. 

Jim Johansson, who uses the 
bridge a few times a week, said 
tycling atross — the east side 
especially — now^ feels unsafe. 

"It has altvays felt a little bit 
tight on that side, but with these 
new harriers it felt almost dan¬ 
gerously tight,"* he said.

Allan Jiartman, Vi'ho is os^er- 
seeingthe project with the dcy, 
said the posts definitely reduce 
space on the bridge, bringing 
it down to 2.S metres on the 
east side and 2.3 metres on the 
west side. 


But Bartman said the w'hile 
the bridge is feeling congested 
noiv, he believes the bridge has 
been reduced to one side^.^'alk 
during installation, exacerbat¬ 
ing the problem. 

We Eire anticipating thiit the 


feeling of congestion will get 
better (when the other side of 
the bridge pathway opens) be¬ 
cause you win have the two side¬ 
walks to spread out the people.” 
he said. 

Johansson said he fully sup¬ 
ports the barriers, but believes 
the city didnT think through 
the instailatinn. 

“I work in mental health and 
I have actually directly been in- 
voJ^'ed in suicide prevention, 
so I am all for these kinds of 


barriers.*" he SEiid. “1 just don’t 
knosv why the barrierB couldn't 
just repkice the existing fence." 

Bartrrum said the city looked 
at putting the posts on the out¬ 
side of the existing railing, but it 
svould have taken considerably 
longer to design. 

“The issue with putting posts 
on the outside is there would 
have been a much more com¬ 
plicated design thEit tvould have 
taken more time to get done,” 
he said. 


He added it likely would not 
have fit within the project’s 
budget. 

“It would have been signifi¬ 
cantly more expensive because 
you would have had to add addi¬ 
tional structure to support those 
posts on the outside,"* he said. 

Jiartman said the city is look¬ 
ing at signage changes and other 
tweaks they might be able to 
do Eifiei' the installation work 
is complete that could make 
the bridge feel less congested.

Safety barriers a 
long time coming 

City council green-lit the 
installation of suicide- 
prevention barriers on 
the High Level Bridge 
after hearing pleas from 
famify members who 
had lost loved ones on 
the bridge. 

Councillors agreed 
to fund the installation 
in 2014, but the idea 
had been under review 
since 2013, when 
former Mayor Stephen 
Mandel first asked 
administration to study 
options. 

While reviewing three 
possible options for 
securing the bridge, 
councillors heard from 
family members who 
wanted the barrier 
to give anyone else 
contemplating suicide a 
moment of pause. 

Voting to approve it 
in 2014, Coun. Michael 
Oshry said it was about 
making sure people 
were safe. 

"This is our 
infrastructure that we 
inherited from over 
100 years ago and the 
city has a responsibility 
to make sure out 
infrastructure is safe," he 
said.

Officials 
racing to 
crack down 
on opioid 

HecilEh Ciiudj !>dys it is Hinvin^ 
qukldy to include the danger¬ 
ous synthetit opinid W-l S under 
the federal ControUed Drug and 
Substances Act but miuntains 
the drug is already illegaJ under 
another law. 

The department says it con¬ 
siders W-ia 4 which police say 
is 100 times more powerful 
and toxic than fentanyl, to be 
a new psychoactive substance 
after testing tsvo samples from 
Alberta. 

Ihe jAlberta government has 
been urging Ottawa to take ac¬ 
tion after polite in tdmonton 
seized four kilograms of W-18 
in December 

Polite have said there was 
enough of the white powdery^ 
drug to make millions of pills 
and Alberta officials sent out a 
warning to front-line health staff 
to watch for a possible increase 
in overdoses. 

'Ihere were 272 fentanyl-re- 
lated deaths in Alberta last year 
and health officials in the ptos^- 
inte tonsider W-IS to be more 
dangerous. 

Heidth Citnada says it is moss¬ 
ing to treat W-18 as a Schedule 
1 drug, which would make its 
unauthorized use illegal under 
the Act In the meantime. Health 
Canada said W-IS is not an au¬ 
thorized drug for human toit- 
sumptioit under the food and 
Drugs Act, ““and as such its sale 
and distribution is illegal in Can¬ 
ada. 

Alberti!Justice Minister Kkith- 
leen Ganley said police and 
health officials are worried 
about W-18 because criminals 
can mix it with other drugs. 

She said it is important for 
governments and police to gel 
ahead of this drug before it be¬ 
comes more widely distributed. 

"Very^ small amounts of the 
substance can kill you,"* Ganley 
said Thursday.

Simom O'Ryrne, a vice- 
president wi th Stantec — who 
consulted on the Mezzo and 
is working on the South P'ark 
pkm — said the company plims 
to have a row of tovimhouses 
iilong El Avenue and retail and 
caramercial space along Whyte. 

But above the townhomes 
svould be two or possibly more 
towers. 

O'Byrne said Stantec is still 
listening to feedback as it re¬ 


fines the design. 

“It's still evolving and 
changing in response to what 
we are hearing from the com¬ 
munity, the Edmonton design 
committee and the planning 
department," he said. 

O'Bynie said the plan is svith 
the city now, hut they are still 
aiming to refine it. 

'The site would be right next 
door to the Mezzo, which coun¬ 
cil approved this week over 
community objections as a 
le^torey tower, with a four 
floor podium at the base. 

Shirley Lowe, the city's for¬ 
mer historian laureate, who 
spoke out against the Mezzo, 


said she believes the next de¬ 
velopment is all but approved. 

“This was the one that 
kicked the door open,"' she said. 

“I don't see that they are 
going to have much of a prob¬ 
lem with city council, frankly."

Chief economist urges 
caution on renewables

Renewable ener^iich^ouitea say 
nowia the time to move on green 
jobs, while Edmonton's thief 
economist netendy said Alberta 
should be careful about shifting 
its energy sources. 

John Rose told a meeting of 
the Hconomits SodetTf' of North¬ 


ern jMberta Wednesday that iM- 
berta is late to the game and 
investing in renewables is risky 
business. 

“Be very tauriousr Rose added 
Thursday, speaking to Metro. 
“Because there are significant 
risks, and jiou don't ne^ to look 
too far to find juiisdiclions like 
Ontario where this has proved 
to be verj.^ problematic.'* 

Rose supports the forthcoming 
carbon tax and has no qualms 
wth Alberta's Climate Leiider- 
ship Plan, but said Ontiirio's push 
for renewable energy has been 
troubled — leading to higher 
prices and lower job creation 
than anticipated. 

He said he worries .'Mberta 
could run into the siune prob¬ 
lems. 


But Caruidhin Wind Energy 
Association president Robert 
Homung said Ontario's experi¬ 
ence does not necessarily apply 
in Alberta, and said the bulk of 
Ontario's electricitj,^ price hikes 
had nothing to do Viith renew¬ 
able enetgy. 

“Ontario had to rruike signifi- 
aint inwitments in their electri- 
dly mfiastojcrure... and tbitario 
has built a heclt of a lot of other 
forms of generation, too." he 
said, citing natural gas and the 
refurbishment of nuclear power 
fiicilities. 

Ontiirio ^vas also procuring 
renewables and wind energj^ 
through a feed-in tariff system, 
whereas ^Mberta has been clear 
it will use a competitive, market- 
based process. 


Homung said wind energy 
costs ha\T decreased more thiin 
SO per cent in the List five yeEirs. 

Greenpeace Eind several other 
organizations will release a re¬ 
port Friday that su^ests Albeila 
investing in renewable energy, 
energy efficiency, sustainable 
transportation hiis “tremendous" 
job potenliaL 

“The fact that vMberta is not 
Erst out of the gale on this actual¬ 
ly pro\'ides us with some ad^nn- 
Cages, because we on leiim fmm 
where other Jurisdiclions hm^e 
made mistakes," said Greenpeace 
spokesperson Mike Hudema. 

“In doing that, we can put 
lens of thousands of j\lbertans 
back to work. And right now 
that's something that is sorely 
needed in the province."

Alberta to spend $2.6M on police unit 


The head of Albertii's police unit 
that targets org;anized and ser¬ 
ious crimes is praising the gov¬ 
ernment's decision to increase 
its budget by S2.6 million. 

KCMF Superintendent Char- 
nulne Bulger says the incnease 
will mean Mberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response learns will not 
face layoffi this year. 

The unit known as ALERl' 
includes RCMP, Albertii Sher¬ 
iffs and members of the Cal¬ 
gary, Edmonton. Lethbridge cmd 
Medicine Hat police services. 

Justice Minister Kathleen 
Ganley lays the budget increase 


is warranted when the province 
is facing gang ipiolence, organ¬ 
ized crime iind dangerous drugs 
such as fentanyl. 

Ganley saj's the ALERT pro¬ 
gram was facing cuts due to 
reduced federal support bj^ the 
previous Conservative govern¬ 
ment. 

She says the extra pnjvincial 
money will fill the gap while 
the Liberal government con¬ 
siders a new funding request 
from vMberta. 

“ALERT'S work is essential to 
keeping ,Albertans siife," Canlejr 
said Thursday, “We fell it w^as 


critical to step up." 

Bulger, chief executive of¬ 
ficer of ALEKl', said the teams 
are dealing with complex cases 
involving ii grov^ing number of 
criminal networks around the 
province. 

The investigations also in¬ 
clude firearms trafficking and 
internet child exploitation, 

Bulger said the additional 
money will help maintain these 
operations over the coming 
year. 

“The budget is definitely en¬ 
couraging news," Bulger said. 

“There is a lot for police to 


w^ork on." 

The government also- an¬ 
nounced some changes to a 
piogiain that targets proper¬ 
ties that are regularly used for 
illegal activities such as drugs, 
gangs and prostitution. 

Sheriffs in the Safer Com¬ 
munities and neighbourhoods 
program will now^ wmrk dir¬ 
ectly for Alberta's Justice De¬ 
partment.

Officials sound 
alarm after 
W*i8 seizure

Despite hnving the latest and 
greatest tech, the newest killer 
drug — W-IS — is so potent 
that provincial labs can't de¬ 
tect it, according to an Alberta 
toxicologist. 

Health and police officials 
have sounded alarms over the 
W-ia — said to be 100 times 
more toxic than fentanyl — 
after Alberta Law hnfor cement 
Kesponse Teams confirmed on 
Tuesday they seized the legal 
drug En December. 

Dr. Penny Colboume, clin¬ 
ical toKicologist at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta hospital, said 
major labs in tdnionton and 
Calgary virtuiilly can't test for 
W-IS because concentrations 
are so low^ as very little of the 
drug can kill a person. 


“Even though we have that 
standard in our library^ — and 
if we saw it , we could match 
it — the problem is that the 
concentrations in urine get 
so, so low^ that practically you 
can't see she said. 

Another reason for it to be 
essentially undetectable is that 
standards for W-IB metabol¬ 
ites — or break down products 
that attack the drug svhen it's 
in someone's system — don't 
exists Colboume said. 

“Ihere hasn't been any real, 
good human study done on 
the fate of W-IS in the body" 
she said. “VVecan undeiiitand 
why because nobody is going 
to sign up fora study that can 
potentially kill them." 

And although W-IS won't 
likely be detected in labs^ Col- 
bourne emphasized doctors 
in emergency rooms will still 
treat suspected W-lfi over¬ 
doses like any opioid overdose. 

'"If you present to emer¬ 
gency and you're having 
trouble, your treatment is 
not going to be affected by 
whether or not sve can test 
for the drug."

NDP may^ support 
ban on pill presses 


Alberta's justice minister says she 
will likely support a Tory priT-ate 
member's bdl that hopes to pul 
a dent in the iUegal djng trade 
by restricting ownership on pill- 
pressing machines. 

Ibe bill, presented by Ihogres- 
sive Gonsen^ative Mike EIHs, re^ 
quires people to have a license 
to own a pdl machine. If caught 
without a license to own, the \td- 
lator would face a S50,0QO fine 
or up to six months jail time. 

Though she expressed sup¬ 
port, Minister Kathleen Ganley 
said it would be more effecln'e 
if the federal government made 
owning pill presses a ciiminiil 
ofience nationwide. 

She said the Alberta vVssocia- 
don ofChiefe of Police has asked 
the NDP to go to the federal gov¬ 
ernment for criminal sanctions 
against iUegal pill pressing. 

think having an extra tool 
wouldn't necessarily be badf she 
said. “But what we don't want 
is for tluit to take pressure off 
the fedeitJ government to act 
because we think that vi'e need 
a country viide sanction." 

Ellis, Justice Critic for the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives, was un¬ 
available to comment by press 
time. 

Ganley said federal criminal 
sanctions would be far more ef¬ 
fective than a S50,cro0 fine. 

"We will be supportive," she 
said. still think that ultimate¬ 
ly we need those higher sanctions

from the federal government. 
What we don't want is for that 
to send a message to the federal 
government that we think we\'e 
solved the problem." 

On Wednesday, EDis cham¬ 
pioned the bill for being the first 
of its kind in Canada.

Reformed teen 
hacker now 
consults in 
cyber security

The former hacker knowm as 
Mafiaboy, who made headlines 
in 2000 when he was arrested 
at 15 for breaking into websites 
like CNN and Amazon, was in 
Edmonton Thursday with some 
tough love for Albertans about 
cyber security. 

“My objective and mission 
was to basically scare the trap 
nut of everybody, and J believe I 


succeeded in doing so," he said, 
now known by his real name, 
Michael Calce. 

In town for the Automation 
Expo and Conference, the now 
31-year-old cyber security con¬ 
sultant said the online world is 
less secure than when he was a 
teenage hacker. 

Back then, know-how wasn't 
readily av^ailable, so hackers did 
their own coding and learned 
from light knit communities 
that didn't let newcomers in 
very' often, he said. 

“Now, you hiive these tools 
on a mass scale," Calce said. “If 
you're a kid and you just Coogle 
the right software you can be¬ 
come a hacker veryr easily, and 
that's really scary. If I have kids 
Fm going to be nvonitoring them 
veTy^ very' closely." 

He said most people don't 
think of themselves as targets , 


but anything that goes online— 
from banking information to 
personal data—is vulnerable. 

He pointed to technology^ like 
free wifi networks and Bluetooth 
that make data more accessible, 
and says he believes it’s only a 
miitter of time before there 's 
a massive breach of the cloud. 
He adds that people need to 
be careful with all new digital 
technologies. 

“Be vigilant, research it a 
little,'" he said. “People are ob¬ 
sessed with social media and 
InsU^gram, but they're not think¬ 
ing, 1 spend all this time on a 
computer or on a smartphone. 


why not actually research how 
to better protect myself?" 

It's knowledge earned the 
hard way. Calce was sentenced to 
eight months in a youth deten¬ 
tion centre for the damage—es- 
timiited to be worth as much as 
SI.7 billion—his attacks caused. 

“1 was 15 and drunk on 
power, J knew wtuit I wiis do¬ 
ing from a technical perspective, 
but the ethical rtunifications, 
not really,” he said. 

“I regret it because it was 
something bad, but I don’t re¬ 
gret that what 1 did raised so 
much awareness in this indus¬ 
try, that to me is invaluable."

■Ihe new' LRT line svill con¬ 
nect downtown to Mill Woods 
and Lewis Farms, but it heads 
on a path through the river 
v'alley and will remove down- 
town''s ctirrenE only non-\ehicle 
river crossing. 

The first shovel of dirt will 
be removed Friday svhat wrill 
be a four-year-long construc¬ 
tion process. 

The footbridge vnU be tom 
docvn over that period, some¬ 
thing the Bave the Footbridge 
group has worked for three 
years to prevent.

Whether it's sports, musit 
or mental health advotacy, 
the Hdmonlon Youth Council 
wants young people to play 
a bigger role in shaping Ed¬ 
monton.

1 winning lanes on Riibbit Hill 
Road could cost an estimated 
S4.5 million according to a 
new report, which, despite 
the relatively low cost, still 
recommends against the move. 

Council asked its admin¬ 
istration to look at twinning 
the section during budget dis¬ 
cussions last fall. The section 
between Anthony Henday and 


MacTaggart Drive is currently 
nne lane in each direchon and 
sees more than 20,000 vehicles 
on it per day. 

The city normally aims to 
twin a road when its load ex¬ 
ceeds 20,000 vehicles daily. 

Rob Gibband, director of fa¬ 
cility and capital planning, said 
the estimate is relatively low 
in part becaus'e much of the 
work is done. 

“I’he road right of way was 
cleared and le\relled and ^aded 
when the first hiilf of the road 
was built,” he said. “It should 


he pretty straightforsvard." 

Administration is recom¬ 
mending against funding the 
project, because there is a lack 
of frnds and doing so would 
require taking money away 
from projects the city is already 
committed to, 

Gibbard said the $4.5 mil¬ 
lion number is still a high-level 
estimate and could swing, but 
he doesn't expect a big change 
because the land is cleared. 

“We have the land and it's 
really just a matter of building 
half a road,” he said.

The Alberta gov'ernment 
hopen a new risk adjuslment 
it has adopted will help en¬ 
sure that an unexpected drop 
in oil prices doesn't again 
leave the province Vh^ith a ma¬ 
jor budget hole. 

Finance Minister Joe Ceci 
included the risk adjustment 
in hcs budget last week. 

It's set at S700 million, and 
will rise in the 2017-18 budget 
tc St.5 billion and S2 billion 
in 201E-19. 

The money is meant to cov¬ 
er the possibility of the aver¬ 
age price of oil coming in at 
a level SIO per barrel lower 
than the government's esti¬ 
mated price. 

“We hope and lA^ant to see 
oil recoven but we can't base 


our budget on hope alone^ 
said Ceci. 

“Ontario, B.C. and the fed¬ 
eral government all have risk 
adjustments built into their 
budget, (and) we thought it 
was the prudent thing to do,” 
The government's nil price

Finance minister Joe Ceci 


estimate for the year ahead is 
established at ^i42 per barrel, 
rising to S54 in 2017-18 and 
Sfi4 in 2018-19. 

Ceci said he has confi¬ 
dence in the forecasts the 
government used to develop 
the budget, but the past year 


has shown they can be wrong, 
as oil is such a volatile com¬ 
modity. 

““If the cushion is required 
because oil prices, are signifi¬ 
cantly lower than forecast 
than, like 1 said, Albertans 
are protected.” 

University of Calgary as¬ 
sistant economics professor 
Trevor Tombe said the gov¬ 
ernment is right to make the 
adjustment call. 

"“It's new in Alberta, but 
it*s not new for other lev¬ 
els and it's pretty sensible,” 
Tombe said. 

""It's transparent and 1 
would say the magnitudes 
are also quite reasonable.” 

Tombe said the risk ad¬ 
justed price is in line with 
future contracts for oil, which 
is the price people are ac¬ 
tually paying today for oil in 
the future. 

He said the government 
might have to use its risk ad¬ 
justment fund, because the 
private sector forecasts might 
be too rosy. 

“"It's beyond me w^hy the 
private sector forecasts are 
still pretty optimistic about 
the price of oil.”

The Alberta gov'ernmenl has 
released details of ih new roy¬ 
alty neginie, which is says bring 
clarity and certainty to con¬ 
ventional oil and gas drilling. 

The prminte has simplified 
the system with a single slmc- 
ture for crude oil, gas and li¬ 
quids that takes into account 
the gnowih of unconventional 
wells that use horizontal drill¬ 
ing and fracking. 

Under the new regime, com¬ 
panies will pay a five per cent 
flat rate royaity until costs are 
recovered, after w^hich royalty 
rates will range between five 
and 40 per cent depending on 
energj^ prices. 

Total costs of the vertical 
and horizontal drilling will 
be tracked on a ccjst allowance 


index that resvards producers 
who are efficient. 

The Canadian Association of 
Petroleum iToducers welcomed 
the modernized royalty regime 
but said more work needs to 
be done to help industry, es¬ 
pecially on pipeline access. 

The new" royalty regime. 


which closely follows recom¬ 
mendations of the province's 
royally review advisory panel, 
will apply to wells drilled start¬ 
ing in 2017.

Vaillancourl said he found 
Duffy a credible witness and 
that he was 
subject to- in¬ 
tense pres¬ 
sure from 
the PMO and 
its staff, who 
only had one 
goal; make 
the political 
storm creat¬ 
ed by Duffy's 
expense issues 
go away. 

He said the email traffic 
between Wright, Duffy and 
other PMO officials exposed 
a chief of staff ordering sen¬ 
ators around like "'pawns on 
a chess board," and saw sen¬ 
ators “meekly acquiesce'’ and 
then “robotically"' march out 
to repeat their scripted lines. 

“The political, covert, re¬ 
lentless, unfolding of events 
is mind boggling and shock¬ 
ing," Vaillancourt said.

Paris climate deal on track

Record could 
be set for 
international 
diplomacy 

As many as 170 countrieii are 
expected to sign the Itiiis Agree¬ 
ment on climate change Friday 
in a symbolic triuinph for a land¬ 
mark deal that once seemed 
unlikely but now appears on 
track to enter into force years 
ahead of schedule. 

UN officials say the signing 
ceremony Friday tAall set a rec¬ 
ord for international diplorruicy: 
Never beftire have sn many coun¬ 
tries inked an agreement o-n the 
ff rs-C day of the signing period. 

That could help pave the way 


for the pact to become effective 
long before the original 2020 
deadline — possibly this year, 
though countries must first for¬ 
mally approve it through their 
domestic procedures. 

"We are within striking dis¬ 
tance of having the agreement 
start j'ears earlier than anyone 
anticipated,^’ said Brian Deese, 
an adriser to President Barack 
Obama. 

T'he U.S. and China, which 
together accO'Uiit for nearly 40 
per cent of global emissions, 
have said they intend to formally 
join the agreement this year.

The death count from Ecua¬ 
dor's worst earthquake in a 
decade rose to at least 577 on 
Thursday, even as the country 
was facing another grim, toll: a 
long and coiitly reconstruction 
effort likely to cost billions of 
dollars. 

President Rafael Correa an- 
no'unted Wednesday that he 
would raise sales taxes and put 
a one-time lexy on miUionaires 
to help pay for reconstiaiccion. 

The damage from the 


7.a-magnitude quake adds to 
already heavy economic hard¬ 
ships being felt in this OPEC 
nation because of the collapse 
in world oil prices. 

Rescuers con¬ 
tinued to comb 
through the rubble 
in coastal towns 
hit hardest by the 
quake, but the clock 
is mnning dO'Wn for 
finding survivors. 

On Thursday, the 
mayor of .Vlanta an¬ 
nounced that three 
peopi e had been 
pulled from beneath a col¬ 
lapsed building. 

Rescuers also found a more 
unusual survivor: A flapping 
white-and-brown duck was 
pulled from under a pile of 


rubble, becoming a social 
media celebrity in a countiy 
eager for good news. 

Using authority' granted by 
the stale of emergency he de¬ 
clared after iiiturday 
night's quake. Cor¬ 
rea said sales taxes 
would increase from 
12 per cent to 14 per 
cent for this year.

Trump voices opposition to transgender bathroom law 


U.S. Republican presidential 
candidate Donald Trump said 
Thursday that transgender 
people should be able to use 
whichever bathroom they 
choose, wading into one of 
the most contentious issues 
in politics and opposing many 
in his part>^ 

Speaking at a town hall 
event on INBC's Today show 
on Thursday, Trump was asked 
about North Carolina's so- 
CEnlled ■"bathroom kiw." which, 
among other things, requires 
transgender people to use biith- 
rooms corresponding to the 
gender on their birth certificiite 
in state government buildings 
as well as public schools and 
universities. 

Trump said the law had 
caused unnecessary strife for 
the state, which he said had 
paid "^a big price" economicaMy. 

"There have been very fesv 


complaints the svay it is. People 
go, they use the bathroom that 
they feel is appropriate," said 
Trump. “There has been so 
little trouble." 

After the law was signed 
in late March. Ueutsche Bank 
halted plans to add 250 North 
Carolina Jobs, while PayTal 
rwersed a decision to open a 
400-employee operation cen¬ 
tre in Charlotte. Local tourism 
boards have also said they've 
lost rnmions of dolla rs thanks 
to cancelled conventions and 
business meetings. 

Trump's iruiin rival, Texas 
Sen. Ted Cruz, immediately 


fired back, saying that Trump 
is giving in to “political cor¬ 
rectness." 

“Grown adult men, stran¬ 
gers, should not be alone in 
a bathroom with little girls," 
Cruz said, calling his view 
“basic common sense." 

His campaign also released 
a statement declaring Trump 
“no different from politically 
correct leftist elites." 

“He has succumbed to the 
left's agenda, which is to force 
jAmericans to leave God out of 
public life while paying lip ser- 
rice to false tolerance," it read. 

The comments came as 


Trump drew closer to clinch¬ 
ing the Republican nominiition 
with a big win in his home 
state of New York earlier this 
sveek. 

Trump said at the town hall 
that he didn't know if any 
transgender people work for 
his oiganiialion, but said that 
some “probably" did. Asked 
about Cattlyn Jenner, an Olym¬ 
pic gold medal winner then- 
known as Bruce Jenner, walk¬ 
ing into Trump Tower using 
the bathroom, he said would 
be fine with her using any bath¬ 
room she chooses. 

Still, Trump said he's op¬ 
posed to efforts to create new, 
transgender bathrooms along¬ 
side single gendered ones, 
calling that push "discrimin¬ 
atory in a certain way" and 
“unbelievably expensive for 
businesses and the countty."

DECODED Mass Extinction 

WERE THE DINOSAURS ALREADY DOOMED? 


Any school kid can tell you what did the dinos in: The massive impact of a lO-kilometre-wide space rock 
near present-day Chiexulub, Mexico, 66 million years ago. But new research suggests all was not well in 
dino-land Jong before the asteroid a pocalypse hit. Here's why. 



DINO DECLINE 

BlQlogists at the University of 
Reading put together dino 
family trees from the available 
fossil evidence. Then they 
used advanced statistics 
to drayv conclusions about 
how many new species were 
emerging, and how many were 


going e>itinct. They found that 

dinosaurs were startir^ to 
decll ne at least 40 mlIKon 
years before the asterajdl 

hit — that's when the rate of 
speciation {formation of new 
species) fell below the rate of 
extinction. 


ASTEROID 

ADAPTATION 

Why does this matter? 
Because with fewer 
species, there's less 
genetic diversity, and with 
less diversity, it's harder 
for a species to adapt to 
changes — like, say, the 
impact of an asteroid that 
tosses enough dust in the 
air to block the sun and 
change the weather. Would 
the dinos sttll be here if 
that fateful asteroid never 
hit? We'll never know.

The legendary 
musical 
chameleon has 
died at age 57 

JMnce could play guitar like Car¬ 
los Siinlana orjimi Hendrix, sing 
dke James Brown, turn out pop 
melodies worthy of ^^otol,vn or 
lily down the deepest groov^es 
this side of Sly and the Family 
Stone. But no one ojuld mibtike 
his sound for anyone but Printe. 

The djLZjlingly talented ;md 
charismatit: singer songwriter 
arranger and inslrumentaJist 
w^ho died Thursday at his home 
drew^ upon the history of mod¬ 
em pcjpuLir music iuid created a 
gender-and genre-defying blend 
of nock, fiink and soul. With hits 
including 1999^ I’urple Riiin and 
Little Red Coivette, Prince's rec¬ 
ords sold more than 100 mLHion 
copies and eiuned him Grammys 
and an Oscar. 

The Minneapolis native stood 
just 5 feet, 2 inches, yet made a 
powerful sisuiil impact at the 
ckiwn of the MTV era^ proving 
to be the little Richard for the 
‘SOs, from his wispy moustache 
and toll ptjmpadour to his color- 
fill and suggestive outfits— the 
counterpart to the openly erotic 
IjiTics that made him one of the 
most sexually daring artists of 


the era. 

But his greatest legacy svas iis 
a musicuin, summoning originai 
and compelling sounds at wilt, 
whether pbyingguitarina flam¬ 
boyant s^ie that drew on Hen- 
drix^ switching his vocals from 
a nasally screjim loan erotic Eil- 
setto. Among his other notable 
releases: Sign O' the Times, and 
Graffiti Bridge. 

“He rewrote the rulebook, 
forging a i^mtliesis of black funk 
and white rock that served as a 
bliieprint for cutring-edge music 
in the Eighties," reads his dedi¬ 
cation in the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame. 

The 57-year-old superstar 
passed away Thursday at his 
home in Minneapolis. The lo¬ 
cal sheriff said deputies found 
Prince unresponsive in an eleva¬ 
tor late Thutsday morning, but 
that first responders couldn't 
revive him. 

“I am confirming that Ihince, 
the legendar}^ iconic peifo-imer, 
has died at his home this mor¬ 
ning at Paisley Purk^ his pub¬ 
licist, Yvette Noel-Schure, told 
The Associated Press. 

No details about wfurt may 
have caused his death have been 
released, l^ce postponed a ton- 
cert in Atlanta on April 7, saying 
he had fallen ill with the flu, and 
he apologized to fans during a 
make-up concert last week. An 
autopsy is scheduled for Friday.

“Popular cul¬ 
ture, and really most cultures, 
have traded in and capitalized 
on images of naked women 
since time immemorial." 

She talks about the 'male 
gaze' — the idea that pop cul¬ 
ture presumes a heterosexual 
audience of men, and es^ery- 
thing in it is meant to please 
them. 

Emilia Clarke, whose char¬ 
acter was stripped naked in 
one of the very first episodes, 
must have noticed this below 
the waist imbalance, too. 

And she has a solution. She 
proclaimed GoT needs to "free 
the penis" while appearing 
on the Conan O'Brien show 
last week. 

But creating a genital 
gender parity won't actually 
add up to much, say our ex¬ 
perts. 

“Seeing a guy walking 
around with a huge power¬ 
ful boner and smashing it into 
some lady's face isn't really go¬ 
ing to help the gender politics 
of the show," says Evans.

“I love being in the wilder¬ 
ness alone — I’ll admit that," 
she told The /Associated Press 
in an interview. 

Cast members were each 
dropped in separate spots on 
the island. Each was given six 
cameias for filming themselves 
and an emergency button to 
reach the producers. 

“We were dropped by our¬ 
selves and we w'ene completely 
alone," Apelian said. “This is 
a show people can watch and 
know there’s not a whole film 
crew surrounding you." 

Cohabitating with wildlife 
and having to catch her dinner 
wasn't the biggest chiillenge. It 
was leaving her two young sons 
and boyfriend for an undeter¬ 
mined amount of time.

She eturned another Mercury 
Prize for her efforts. Now, five 
years later, she has returned to 
similar thematic territory', this 
time gilding her call-and-re- 
sponse singalongs with blasts 
of free-jazz saxophone and 
roiling, live-recorded blues- 
rock grit and grounding her 
anti-imperialist sentiment in 
on-the-ground observations 
drawn from voyages to Af¬ 
ghanistan and Kosovo, along 
with neglected stretches of 
Washington, D.C., where the 
American dream of “freedom 
and equality for all" has yet to 
bear fruit. 

As powerful and chtillenging 
as ever. At 46, PJ. Harvey has 
yet to lose any steam.
